“When I was growing up it 
all about being a child, then 
you went on to university, col¬ 
lege or got a job. 

“We looked up to people who 
had a talent. Now teenagers 
look up to people who don’t 
have much substance and 
they think they can take an 
easy route to be successful.” 

She grounded her daughter, 
who said she read the book 
“for a laugh” and deleted it on 
her Kindle. 

She said: “I sat her down 
and told her if people have got 
talents they should hone 
them, but sleeping around 
and making a sex tape isn’t 
the way. 

“It is disgusting and there 
are all the health risks with it. 
I don’t want to have to think 
about my 15-year-old child ac¬ 
tually hunting for a celebrity 
to sleep with. 

“Parents need to be aware. 
It is hard to censor what chil¬ 
dren read because we can’t 
know what the message is in¬ 
side the pages, but we need to 
instil certain values in our 
children so they can make 
their own judgements.” 

The book has also been con¬ 
demned on the popular mum- 
snet website. One mother said 
it “makes me utterly sick”. 

It has also been criticised by 
Dr Linda Papadopoulos, a 
leading psychologist who has 
appeared on shows such as 
Big Brother Celebrity Fit 
Club and GMTV. 

She said it was another ex¬ 
ample of the “commercialisa¬ 
tion and commodification of 
the female form”. 

She was commissioned by 
the Government to conduct 
an independent review on the 
sexualisation of young girls 


on violence against women in 
2010. 

She told this newspaper: 
“The message is that girls can 
use their physical assets to be¬ 
come famous and it’s worry¬ 
ing. We live in a society which 
objectifies women and sees 
them in third person. 

“Very sadly, the message is 
that your value lies in your 
beauty and sexuality and ulti¬ 
mately the reward for this is 
those front row tickets to the 
MTV concert.” 

Dr Papadopoulos said these 
messages can leave children 
who have dreams of becoming 
the next Kim Kardashian with 
“terribly low self-esteem”. 

She said: “A lot of this 
comes from a drip, drip, drip 
effect. It’s everywhere in our 
society. 

“But we need a change in at¬ 
titude. Take the example of 
racism. We went from Rosa 
Parks sitting in the back of a 
bus to Obama becoming presi¬ 
dent, via everyone from 
Michael Jackson to Oprah. 

“We’ve seen the drip, drip, 
drip effect happening the 
other way to change percep¬ 
tions and that’s what we need 
to do with women.” 

A spokesman for the book’s 
publishers, Already Famous, 
said: “It has come to our at¬ 
tention that parents have 
been making complaints 
against our book on forums 
and other social media net¬ 
works. While it is not our in¬ 
tention to offend, the book 
was written to further feed 
the public’s appetite for 
celebrity culture. 

“The creators of the book 
are not responsible for the 
parenting of children and 
hope that people appreciate 
the book’s tongue-in-cheek 
humour.”

Justice, temporarily closed in

There has been much debate 
in recent years as to the per¬ 
ceived bias of the courts in 
favour of granting access to 
children to mothers when 
couples split. 

The aim of the NF4J is to 
champion the rights of fa¬ 
thers because “nothing less 
than an automatic presump¬ 
tion of equal contact with 
children when parents split 
must be the starting point”. 

NF4J spokesman Rich 
Adams, 46, said: “These days, 
Conservative MPs don’t want 
to pursue this issue, although 
they said they would before 
the 2010 election. 

“We tried to meet with Ken 
Clarke before, but he refused. 

“Our main aim is to get 
Chris Grayling talking to fa¬ 
thers’ groups about the issue. 

“The message is that, we be¬ 
lieve, in the 21st century, 
there’s no reason why there 
should not be an automatic 
presumption of contact with 
both parents when a relation¬ 
ship breaks down.” 

Mr Matthews, from 
Bookham, who moved to the 
UK from South Africa 22 
years ago, said the issue of 
parents’ rights, as a whole, 
also needed to be considered 
by Mr Grayling. 

The 45-year-old said: “Par¬ 
ents have got no rights to 
their children in this country. 

@They are just the manu¬ 
facturers of children. The 
courts do as they please and 
what’s going on is disgusting. 

“Social services are remov¬ 
ing so many children from 
their parents - we need to 
keep children with their natu¬ 
ral families. We’re going to try 
to put pressure on Chris 
Grayling here in Epsom.” 

N4FJ said two activists from 
the group, dressed as Batman 
and Spider-Man, were al¬ 


legedly threatened with ar¬ 
rest last month for trying to 
deliver a pair of Superman Y- 
fronts to Mr Grayling’s Lon¬ 
don home - and Mr Adams 
warned 

another protest would be on 


its way. 

He said: “We are organising 
another protest in the future 
where we will be dressing up 
in our Superman costumes.” 

Mr Grayling was unable to 
comment at the time of going 


to press as he was attending 
the Conservative Party Con¬ 
ference, but his communca- 
tions assitant said he would 
be contacting the Epsom 
Guardian to discuss the issue 
shortly.

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Killer call girl claimed accountant 
wanted to marry her, court hears

The man who was stamped 
and kicked to death by a Rus¬ 
sian prostitute was planning 
to ask her to marry him, a 
court heard this week. 

Natalia Woolley, 38, of 
Baron’s Court Road, West 
Kensington, is standing trial 
at Guildford Crown Court for 
the murder of 69-year-old 
Winston Fernandez, whose de¬ 
composing body was found at 
his home in Longdown Lane 
North, Ewell, on February 13. 

Mr Fernandez, a retired ac¬ 
countant who was estranged 
from his sons and whose wife 
died in 2000, suffered fractures 
to 17 of his ribs during the at¬ 
tack on the night of January 
16 and died from internal 
injuries. 

As transcripts of Ms Wool¬ 
ley's police interview were 
read out in court on Monday, 
the jury heard that she 
claimed Mr Fernandez wanted 
to propose to her provided she 
gave up working as a vice girl. 

The prostitute denies in¬ 
tending to murder Mr Fernan¬ 
dez who she described as 
drunk, “dirty and aggressive”, 
and said she lashed out with

her cowboy boots on the fatal 
night in self-defence. 

The court also heard how, in 
the days and weeks following 
the attack, Ms Woolley told an 
ex-client “I think I’ve killed 
somebody” and wanted to re¬ 
turn to the scene of the crime. 

Matthew Jones, who had sex 
with her in his lorry at work 
for £120 and slept with her at 
her home without charge, said 
he cut off contact with Ms 
Woolley after realising he had 
been a “silly person” who had 
a girlfriend back home. 

But Ms Woolley contacted 


the building site cleaner again 
after February 13. 

The Welshman said: “I re¬ 
member a text or a phone call 
from her asking me to take 
her to Epsom. I said no. 

“She told me she had been 
drinking with some friends 
and they got into a fight and 
she wanted me to take her to 
Epsom to see if the light was 
on in the house, to see if her 
friend was OK. 

“I said I didn’t want to get in¬ 
volved. At the end of the day I 
had just met her for sex. 

“It sounded a bit dodgy to 
me. If she was a friend why 
didn’t she want to go inside 
the house? It was suspicious.” 

The jury heard how after Mr 
Jones made a statement on 
April 3, he returned to the po¬ 
lice when a comment by his 
brother “jogged his memory” 
of a phone conversation with 
Ms Woolley. 

He said: “She said she 
thought she had killed some¬ 
body. I turned round and said 
‘What do you mean you think 
you’ve killed somebody?”’ 

Pressed further by the prose¬ 
cution on what she had said at 
that time he said he was un¬ 
able to remember. 

The trial continues.

Epsom and Ewell Council is con¬ 
sulting on changes to the system 
until October 28 and has so far re¬ 
ceived more than 600 responses, but 
wants more people to contribute. 

As part of the Government’s wel¬ 
fare reforms, from April 1, 2013, 
council tax benefit will be replaced 
by a localised support scheme to 
help people on low incomes with 
their council tax. 

The Government also plans to re¬ 
duce funding for council tax sup¬ 
port by at least 10 per cent 
nationally and has tasked all coun¬ 
cils with developing their own 
schemes. 

Councillor Neil Dallen, chairman 
of the strategy and resources com¬ 
mittee, said: “Your feedback will 
help the council make an informed 
decision about the best possible 
scheme for Epsom and Ewell resi¬ 
dents, so do take part.”

Cop candidate calls to 
curb capital’s criminals 


Police need to patrol main roads 
and use automatic number plate 
recognition equipment to intercept 
gangs of away day criminals from 
London, according to a candidate 
hoping to become Surrey’s first po¬ 
lice and crime commissioner. 

Nick O’Shea is standing for the 
Liberal Democrats in the elections 
for a commissioner, who will re¬ 
place the current police authority 
on November 15. 

Speaking after a raid on Chris- 
tianes Jewellers, in Bookham High 
Street last month, when the shop’s 
staff were threatened with sledge¬ 
hammers, Mr O’Shea said people 
in the county were living “in the 
shadow of raids, burglary and 
drug crime from London”. 

He said: “Surrey’s network of 
motorways, fast A-roads and excel¬ 
lent railway links to London en¬ 
able gangs from London easy 
access to our towns and villages 
and a rapid and effective escape 
route once they have raided shops, 
burgled homes or dumped drugs 
into streets and schools. 

“Surrey Police need to focus on 
increasing patrols in the areas 
most affected by this spill-over 
from London’s crime. 

“Surrey’s people have been seen 
as easy picking by London gangs 
and criminals for far too long.”

Mr O’Shea said he had seen sta¬ 
tistical evidence to support his 
claims but did not have the details 
available when contacted by the 
Epsom Guardian. 

He said: “The data indicates 
where there are crimes that relate 
to drugs, house burglaries and 
raids, it is people coming in from 
London, committing these crimes, 
and going back to London again. 

“Surrey is a rich area that has a 
low level of crime so people who 
come from London see it as an area 


which is very attractive.” 

Mr O’Shea, a businessman and 
former Mole Valley councillor, 
said the police needed to conduct 
more patrols in high-risk areas, 
monitor main roads for known 
criminals from London, and use 
surveillance cameras to look out 
for gang members travelling in 
Surrey. 

He said: “We have a huge net¬ 
work of automatic number plate 
recognition cameras to monitor 
vehicles. These are not to be seen 
as an intrusion into people’s priva¬ 
cy, but to be used to monitor our 
roads for criminals.” 


How the elections will work 


Elections for Surrey’s Police and 
Crime Commissioner will take place 
on November 15. 

The winning candidate will be re¬ 
sponsible for holding Surrey Police 
to account on the public’s behalf, in¬ 
cluding appointing and dismissing 
the chief constable. He will play a 
vital role in determining how crime is 
tackled in Surrey and ensuring the 
police provide a good service. 

Voters will make a first and second 
choice from the list of candidates. 
There will be a second count of 


second preference choices if no 
candidate gets at least 50 per cent 
of the votes in the first count. 

Candidates nominated so far in¬ 
clude Nick O’Shea (Liberal Demo¬ 
crat), Robert Evans (Labour), Kevin 
Hurley (Independent), Julie lies 
(Conservative), Peter Williams (Inde¬ 
pendent) and Robert Shatwell 
(UKIP). 

Nominations close on October 19. 

A spokesman for Surrey Police Au¬ 
thority said this week that it does not 
have a list of candidates. 


Park still awaits inspectors after fall 


An adventure park where a 10- 
year-girl was injured more than 
a month ago is still waiting for 
health and safety inspectors to 
visit. 

The owners closed the high 
ropes section at Hobbledown Ad¬ 
venture Park in Horton Lane, 
Epsom, immediately following 
the accident on September 4, 
when the girl fell 3m to the 
ground after a rope snapped. 

It has remained closed since 
then and has had to give dis¬ 
counted tickets to visitors and 
lay-off staff at weekends while it 
waits for Epsom and Ewell Coun¬ 
cil to instruct experts from the 


Health and Safety Executive to 
inspect the closed section. 

The park’s co-owner, Nick De 
Candole, said: “We are still wait¬ 
ing for the council for healthy 
and safety to come down. The 
high ropes section will not open 
until we are satisfied it will not 
happen again. 

“People have still been coming 
and have been supportive, but we 
are having to run discounted 
prices at the moment because the 
high ropes section is shut so 
there have been considerable fi¬ 
nancial consequences. 

“Hobbledown was a big new 
and exciting project, creating 


lots of new jobs and now six peo¬ 
ple each weekend do not have 
any work.” 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“The incident at Hobbledown re¬ 
mains under investigation and 
the owners have undertaken not 
to use the equipment until the 
reason for failure has been iden¬ 
tified by forensic engineers act¬ 
ing for the council. 

“The council does not wish to 
apply artificial deadlines to the 
investigation process.” 

The adventure park opened in 
July after a multi-million pound 
investment. The injured girl is 
believed to recovered fully.

In this week’s Blast from the 
Past, Bourne Hall curator, 
Jeremy Harte, reveals how 
stays, such as these, allowed 
Edwardian women to show off 
their figure.

would have crumpled horizon¬ 
tally under the stress of wear. 

It was necessary to use some 
thin, firm but flexible material 
to stiffen the corset, and this 
was done by sewing in stays or 
thin plates to strengthen it 
vertically. 

“In the 19th century, the ma¬ 
terial preferred for this was 
baleen or whalebone. 

“This is an elastic horny sub¬ 
stance, a kind of solidified 
bristle, that grows in thin par¬ 
allel plates from the upper jaw 
of plankton-feeding whales, 
and helps to filter their diet. 

“In the heyday of ocean 
whaling, there was an unlimit¬ 


ed supply of whale bone and it 
performed many of the func¬ 
tions of a stiff plastic, but by 
the 1900s, it was replaced by 
steel plate. 

“The cut of corsets was 
changing, and after World War 
I, rigid steel bones gave way to 
more flexible styles. 

“So these whale bone stays 
would already have been out of 
date when Mrs Shilling of 
Beckenham acquired them 
early in the 20th century. 

“She kept them after moving 
to Stoneleigh Park Road in the 
1960s, just in case fashion 
changed back to light lacing - 
but that does not seem likely.”

“The course not only 
gives our international 
students a big confidence 
boost ahead of their 


degree, it also helps them 
integrate with fellow 
students which will lead 
to a more satisfying 
and fulfilling time at 
UCA.”

A world-renowned graphic de¬ 
signer shared the secrets behind 
his award-winning work with 
students at the University for the 
Creative Arts (UCA) in Epsom. 

Vaughan Oliver, best known 
for creating American band the 
Pixies’ album covers, talked 
about his 30-year career with the 
help of scores of unpublished 
images last month.

In 2010 Vaughan enlisted the 
help of several graphic design 
students at the university to 
work with him on a limited edi¬ 
tion box-set for the Pixies which 
was nominated for a Grammy 
award.

Privatisation plans are 
shelved by the police 


Surrey Police have 
scrapped plans to privatise 
parts of their services. 

Plans for Surrey police 
to join with the West Mid¬ 
lands force to contract out 
middle and back-office 
functions, the Business 
Partnering for Police Pro¬ 
gramme (BPPP), as a way 
of cutting its budget, had 
already been suspended by 
the Surrey Police Authori¬ 
ty, the body which over¬ 
sees Surrey police, at a 
meeting in July. 

At the time it announced 
that it intended to with¬ 
draw entirely from the 
scheme and this was for¬ 
malised at a meeting in 
Woking last month. 

The police authority said 
a key factor for the 


programme being shelved 
was the lack of support 
from candidates running 
to become the county’s 
new police and crime com¬ 
missioner - a role which 
will replace the police au¬ 
thority in November. 

At the July meeting, it 
was reported that the au¬ 
thority’s members decided 
they should not commit 
more taxpayers’ money to 
a project that looked un¬ 
likely to be backed by the 
new commissioner as most 
candidates had expressed 
their opposition. 

A spokesman said: “The 
authority will continue to 
support Surrey police as it 
explores other options for 
becoming more efficient 
and effective.”

Letter took 22 years 
to travel just 10 miles 



Returned to sender: The letter that was posted back in 1990

A letter posted 22 years ago has 
just been returned to the sender - 
this newspaper. 

On March 5,1990, a letter detail¬ 
ing new advertising rates was sent 
by the commercial director from 
the company’s head office in San- 
diford Road, Sutton, to a customer 
in Norwood Road, Tulse Hill. 

That was the year of the poll tax 
riots and Nelson Mandela’s re¬ 
lease from prison. House music 
was topping the charts and Sad¬ 
dam Hussein’s troops invaded 
Kuwait, triggering the first Gulf 
War. 

On September 13 this year, Royal 
Mail finally placed a sticker on 
the yellowing envelope announc¬ 
ing that the addressee had gone 
away and took it back to the San- 
diford Road address. 

From there it was forwarded to 
the company’s current offices in 
the centre of Sutton. 

The letter took 22 years to com¬ 
plete a round trip of just 10 miles. 

In the intervening years, Nelson 
Mandela became president of a 
post-apartheid South Africa, Sad¬ 
dam Hussein was executed for 
crimes against humanity and the 
commercial director went on to 


become chief executive of 
Newsquest, owners of this news¬ 
paper and one of the UK’s largest 
regional newspaper groups, fol¬ 
lowing a management buyout 
from Reed Regional Newspapers. 

Inflation has massively in¬ 
creased the price of most things in 
the past two decades, with the cost 
of a first-class stamp soaring from 
20p to 60p. 

But the cost of some of the ad¬ 
vertising rates in our newspapers, 
described in the letter, have 


increased only marginally since 
the letter was sent. 

It is not known where the letter 
has been all this time. 

A Royal Mail spokesman said: 
“We are sorry for the delay. How¬ 
ever, it is extremely unlikely that 
this item of mail was in our sys¬ 
tem all this time as we regularly 
check that all our offices are clear 
of mail. It is difficult to speculate 
what may have happened, but al¬ 
most certainly it was put back in a 
post box very recently.”
